"No  motive  of  a  sinister  nature  has  influenced  us  in  any  degree  to 
publish  this  excellent  compilation"  -  wrote  the  editors  of  the  so-called 
Double  Hymnal(l8l8)  which  is  in  the  Frank  Mason  North  Room  at  Drew.  It 
comprises  "The  Methodist  Pocket  Hymn  Book,  revised  and  improved" (i+5th 
edition.  New  York,  l8l8)and  "The  Supplement  to  the  Methodist  Pocket  Hymn 
Book,  compiled  undeiv  the  direction  of  Bishop  Asbury"(llth  edition,  New 
York,  1818) .    From  this  double  source  eighty-one  of  the  111  hymns  here 
listed(marked  ^)are  taken;  one(Nr.  19)is  by  Isaac  Watts,  all  others 
written  or  translated  by  the  Wesleys.    Of  the  remaining  thirty,  again 
all  Wesley's,  the  majority  come  from  the  English  Methodist  Hymnbook 
( London, 1933 ) ^  with  a  few  additions  -  beyond  those  already  contained  in 
the  E.M.H.  or  the  Double  Hymnal  -  from  Wesley's  Hymns  on  the  Lord's 
Supper.    Considering  that  this  latter  collection  contained  no  less  than 
166  hymns  and  that  scarcely  one  of  these  -  and  none  of  the  baptismal 
ones  -  are  in  current  use,  the  proportion  of  sacramental  hymns  in  this 
SujJplement  can  hardly  be  called  excessive.    The  texts  in  the  first  part 
can  easily  be  sung  to  tunes  set  in  the  present  American  Methodist  Hymnal 
(numbers  are  given  in  brackets);  in  the  second  part  twenty  further  tunes 
have  been  provided,  determined  by  the  first  hymn  under  each  metre  where 
the  "marriage"  of  words  and  music  makes  separation  and  substitution  im- 
possible.   Any  congregation  can  learn  to  acquire  one  new  tune  per  month 
through  the  practice  of  weekly  repetition.    All  hymns  set  in  the  Ameri- 
can Methodist  Hymnal  have  been  left  untouched,  though  the  tenrptation  was 
great  to  suggest  alternative  classic  tunes (which  choirs  might  well  ex- 
plore)and  the  need  evident  to  restore  mutilated  texts  to -their  original 
version.    This  Supplement  is  a  bare  minimum,  a  token  in  hope  of  that 
Ecumenical  Wesleyan  Hymnal  for  which  World  Methodism  is  waiting,  so  that, 
in  the  phrase  of  the  editors  of  the  Double  Hymnal,  "the  high  praises  of 
God  may  be  set  up  from  East  to  West,  from  North  to  South". 

Asbury  concluded  the  preface  to  the  first  edition  of  his  own  hymn- 
book( 1808) thus:  "In  examining  the  arrangement,  you  will  find  every  parti- 
cular head  well  furnished  with  suitable  hymns  in  which  are  contained  a 
body  of  excellent  divinity,  explanatory  of,  and  enforcing,  the  funda- 
mental doctrines  of  the  Gospel.    We  now  cheerfully  commend  the  work  and 
you  to  the  protection  and  care  of  Almighty  God,  hoping  you  will  still 
sing  with  the  Spirit  and  understanding  also;  guarding  particularly 
against  lifeless  formality  in  this  and  all  other  devotional  exercises, 
till  you  are  called  to  join  the  innumerable  company  who  in  heaven  sing 
the  song  of  Moses  and  of  the  Lamb."

John  Wesley's  Rules  for  Singing 


I.      Learn  these  tunes  before  you  learn  any  others;  afterwards  learn 
as  many  as  you  please. 

II.  Sing  them  exactly  as  they  are  printed  here,  without  altering  or 
mending  them  at  all;  and  if  you  have  learned  to  sing  them  otherwise, 
unlearn  it  as  soon  as  you  can. 

III.      Sing  all.    See  that  you  join  with  the  congregation  as  frequently 
as  you  can.    Let  not  a  slight  degree  of  weakness  or  weariness  hinder 
you.     If  it  is  a  cross  to  you,  take  it  up,  and  you  will  find  it  a 
blessing. 

IV.      Sing  lustily  and  with  a  good  courage.    Beware  of  singing  as  if 
ypu  were  half  dead,  or  half  asleep;  but  lift  up  your  voice  with  strength. 
Be  no  more  afraid  of  your  voice  now,  nor  more  ashamed  of  its  being 
heard,  than  when  you  sung  the  songs  of  Satan. 

V.      Sing  modestly.    Do  not  bawl,  so  as  to  be  heard  above  or  distinct 
from  the  rest  of  the  congregation,  that  you  may  not  destroy  the  harmony; 
but  strive  to  unite  your  voices  together,  so  as  to  make  one  clear 
melodious  sound.  1

VI.      Sing  in  Time.    Whatever  time  is  sung  be  sure  to  keep  with  it.    Do  ^ 
not  run  before  nor  stay  behind  it;  but  attend  close  to  the  leading 
voices,  and  move  therewith  as  exactly  as  you  can;  and  take  care  not  to 
sing  too  slow.    This  drawling  way  naturally  steals  on  all  who  are  lazy;  !; 
and  it  is  high  time  to  drive  it  out  from  us,  and  sing  all  our  tunes 
Just  as  quick  as  we  did  at  first. 

VII.      Above  all  sing  spiritually.    Have  an  eye  to  God  in  every  word  you 
sing.    Aim  at  pleasing  Him  more  than  yourself,  or  any  other  creature. 
In  order  to  do  this  attend  strictly  to  the  sense  of  what  you  sing,  and 
see  that  your  heart  is  not  carried  away  with  the  sound,  but  offered  to 
God  continually;  so  shall  your  singing  be  such  as  the  Lord  will  approve 
here,  and  reward  you  when  He  cometh  in  the  clouds  of  heaven.  i
